Aue Mother of this unhappy Gentleman was deliver'd of him at Duce-Hall in 
Eſſex, (being the Seat of Mr. Palmer her Brother) in the Year 1698. The Father, 
being an Officer, was wont, it ſeems, to exerciſe the Boy at 5 Years old, by par- 


rying with him, and pricking him, and cauſing other Officers to de the ſame; to 


prevent his fearing any Weapon. The Lad was prais d, and encourag'd with ſtrong 
Liquors, and eſteem'd a Wonder of his Age, being very active, and very witty, 
When a Lad, his Father took him (as he {aid) into Spain and Portugal, where A 


| beheld ſeveral Fights; and delighting unaccountably in thoſe Things, would 


often run from his Teut, and expoſe himſclt to Dangers at the Engagement; tho? 
oftentimes ſeverely uſed by his Father, for leaving the Ground that he left him 
upon. He ſaid many were the Fatigucs and Hardſhips that he likewiſe endured 
in Portugal , but he added, that his Pleaſure was to walk to and fro upon the Car- 
caſles after an Engagement, and to look at them. 

But returning to England , when his Father was committed Priſoner to Newgate, 
for ſtabbing a very near Relation of the Lord Nen s, and remain'd a conlider- 
able Time in the Preſs Iard; Misfortunes of a different Nature ſhock'd the Fa- 
mily, too tedious here to mention; but they blew over. Being order'd to [r2land, 


his Son John went alſo, "M6 an Enſign's Commiliion given him; which he ſoon 


after parted with, being i» e Og nt of Money. In Ireland he 
was much eſteem d by ſome Noblemen, and r greas Number of Officers were par- 
ticularly fond of him, and continued theic Acquaintance to his Death, ſeveral of 
them viſiting him very conſtantly in Newgate, and expreſſing a great Concern at 
his Misfortunes : Some of them offer'd to make up a large Sum of Money, if it 
would be of any real Service to hun. 

Leaving Ireland, he enter'd into the Vices of Lendon, when a very little Stri- 
pling, having heard thoſe Things talk'd cf by his Acquaintance in {reland, His 
Father, he ſaid, deſired him to make Applration to the (then) General Stanhope, 
and he need not fear Preferment, for his Sake : But being well liked by the Wo- 
men, it made him give himſelf wholly to the pleaſing them, tho' he never thought 
of marrying, but reſolv'd againſt it. He told a great many People, when firit 
confin'd in Newgate, of his having Intrigues with two difterent Gentlewomen near 
Chaupſide Conduit, But thoſe Things I ſhall omit: Being check'd for having no 
Concern for ſuch Offences, he ſaid, they were Gaicties, and Gaities that all Men 
practiced, or wiſhed to practice, which was all one; nor would hear any thing againſt 
his own Opinion. Such was his extream Airyneſs and gay Carriage when firſt a 
Priſoner. Nor did he then make any ſcrupie of talking publickly of ſeveral vr 
cious Tricks by him play'd at Richmond. | 

But ſoon aſter, he told me, he accompanied a Friend of his to Flanders, and 
from thence (I think) to Holland: He gave an exact Account of the Fortifications 
at Liſle, Mons, 8c. and obſerv'd, That as th: Irade was ſome Tears ago removed from 
Antwerp to Amſterdam, it might now be as eaſily transfer d from Amſterdam to Lon- 
don, or Canterbury; &c. He was alſo in France, and ſtay'd a couſiderable Time 
at Paris, but upon what Affairs, it imports not much: He boaſted indeed, when 
in Priſon, and told certain Gentlemen, of ſome fine Ladies that had confer'd Fa- 
vours upon him at Paris, but tis very probable that might be only a Boaſt. But 
it was tnere that he improv'd himſelf, as he ſaid, in Fencing ; which, when he 
return'd into England, he put too nuich in Practice: For inſtead of being obliged 


to Companies, for Treats they ſumetimes gave him, (when he went in among 


them) his Temper was fo unhappy. that he too frequently quarrel'd with them, 
and bad them look at his Sword, &c. 
But notwithſtanding this unhappy Humour, he eſcaped being kill'd ; tho' he 
had, in the fore-Part of his Bode, 6 os 7 large Scars, Which he ſhow's me. =

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der them, by robbing the Creator of one of his Creatures, he chang'd his Intent

ſaid his greateſt Eſcape was, when going with one Captain Faulkner from the 
Captain's Lodgings at one. Mr. Colins's near. the General Pofi-Office , he parted 
from him juſt before he was kill'd by Mr. Bnrdett, and two other Gentlemen: 
Had he been there, he ſaid, he muſt have died too, for he was fo much in Liquor, 
that he could not have made any Defence againſt three good Swords men. He laid, 
that he could but reflect on God's Goodneſs to him, in not cutting him off, when 
Drunken, or in a Debauchery, but giving him Space to repent of his vicious Ga- 
lantries. He affirm'd, that he was very ſerious for a great while after his Friend's 
Death, and that it ne'er went out of his Mind; but that it made him give good 
Advice to ſeveral of his wild Acquaintance ; and alſo made him ask ſeveral ill 
Women, (when they thought he was going to commit Fornication with them, 
Whither their | cewdneſs would lead them? If they thought to dye as they lived? If they 
did not believe the Conſequence of Vice, when To th and Beauty left them wauld be 
Shame, Poverty and Woe ? &c. He affirm'd beſides, that as Morice Fitzgerald was 
his particular Friend, and as he was with him juſt before he kill'd the Watchman 
in the Strand, and faw him in Liquor, he would fain have carried him home, and 
told him, If he aſſaulted or affronted any Woman, he himſelf would be forward:ſt to 
he an Evidence againſt him : And for that Reaſon, he added, it was, that tho* Mr. 
Fitzgerald fo often ſent to him from Newgate, he would never ſee him, even to 
the very Time of his ſuffering Death, tho' (as he aſlerted) he was no way afraid 
of going to Newgate to ſee him. | 

He mention'd other Eſcapes: Once he ſaid he was ſet upon by Footpads in 
the Hampſtead Road, as he came from Belſze : Another Time he was aſſaulted go- 
ing in Glonceſterſhire, and drawing his Sword, was near being ſhot by the High- 
waymen, who very much beat and bruiſed him : He added, that *twas bard that 
he, whom no Sword could diſpatch, no Storms could drown, no Gun could ever kill, muſt 
fall by an 1gnoble Rope; that he, who bad lived with Officers, muſt dye with Robbers, &c. 

After he had been ſome few Days committed, he declared, before ſeveral Peo- 
ple, that he would ne'er dye by the Rope; offering, in his airy way, to lay Wa- 
gers upon that Matter, &c. But afterwards being convinc'd, that there was no 
Courage or Bravery in not being able to ſuſtain Misfortunes, but getting from un- 
and ſaid, He wonld dye like a Gentleman and a Soldier, tho in the marner of a Dog 
That his Enemies ſhould ſee he could appear with the ſame Face at the 1ime of his Death, 
a during the Time of his Life. At the ſame Time, he acknowledg'd, that he had 


tully deſigu'd to aiſpatch himſel!' with a Knife; and afterwards with a Dole of - 


Opium, as an cafier and ſurer Way. But he added, that afterwards, when he re- 
ſolved to dye as the Law appointed, and to compenſate for his Offences with his 
Blood, he had found a great Quiet and Satisfaction in his Mind; declaring, that 
he was much more wnea{y and unhappy before he was under an bf ray than after. For 
he ſaid, That every time Mrs. May cock's Name was mention d in Company, a trenm- 
bling ſeiz'd bis Limbs, and cold Sweats appear d in Drops upon his Ferebead ; Which be 
thought was an Omen of their being the Deſtrution of each other. He added, that what 
gave him ſtill greater Reflection, and more Surmiſes, was, a Horſe once throwing him 
under Tyburn, from which Place he could by no means difengage himſelf, or get 
up, till his two Friends advanced and atliſted him; and the more, becauſe, foon 


after. he had the ſame Fate as he went under Newgate, much injuring his Health 


by a Fall there. He afticm'd, that for two Months aftcrwards he conſtantly ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to Heaven every Morning, defiring his Creator to direct his Steps, 
and to preſerve han from Dangers and Misfortunes. 

He ſaid, that *twab his Misfortune, that he was Educated as a Gentleman, and 
had Ambition cultivated in him, without having a fea] Eſtate to {upport his Ecu- 
cation. His Father became ſenſible of this, and grew very uneaſy at his being 
unſettled, fearing it might lead him into ſome Misfortune of fatal Conlequence, 

For this Reaſon he put him upon going Abrqad ; and having Intereſt with ſome 
illuſtrious Pegſoys, he had a Lieutenant's Commijhon given him; and was depnted 
to go over into Africa, (as I remember) as Governor of Cape: Coaft-Cafile, a Fire 
belonging to the Royal African Company. He ſaid, that he was at firſt very much 
delighted with the Proſpect of this Voyage, and with Captain Maſſey's Coinpany, 
Who was with him: But Mrs. Maycock meeting him at Portſmouth, in order to his 
Allowing ſome what for the Subſiſtance of her Child by hin, according ty the Profits 
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44 
that ſhould ariſe from his Places: He began to entertain different Sentiments gf 
his Voyage: The leaving certain Acquaintance in London, and ceftain Houſts 
where he delighted to go, appear'd grievous and melancholly to him: So that at 
Portſmouth he parted (as he aſſerted) with halt the Money he received from the 
Company, and kept half himſelf: From thence going, he return'd to London after 
ſome Time, to the great Surprize of all his Friends when they came to hear of jr 
and to the extream Grief and Afﬀiiction of his Father; fo that he did repair to his 
Father where he dwelt in St. Aun's Parith by Sobo, But when he underſtood that 
his Father was dead, he much bewail'd the Loſs of him, and took it fo much to 
Heart, that ſeveral of his Friends and Relations affirm, that from that Time 
(which was about two Years ago) he never wasrigitly in his Senſes, And indeed 
his attempting to ſtab himſelt with a Penknife in the Houſe of Mr. Underhill, only 
becauſe ſome Latin was repeated in Company, bad the Appearance of an Act «of 
Lunacy ; and his putting himſelf iuto ſuch violent Storms of Paſſion, as once 
frighted a Woman and her Family ont of the Houſe, withont any Provocation gi- 
ven, had the ſame Appearance: Both which were ſworn upon his Tryal. 

He ſaid his Father's Death made a very ſtrong Impreiſion upon him, and he 
made Reſolutions to forſake all his Acquaintance that was not very grave and fy. 
ber: But as God did not aſſiſt him wi h his Holy Spirit, he was not able to com- 
pleat any Reformation. He told me 'twas for this Reaſon that he went beyond 
the Seas, as I remember he faid to Flanders, and continued there a conſiderable 
Time; by ſeeing new Places, and converſing with unknown Men, he added, that 
he imagin'd he ſhould wholly forget thoſe Women whom he had known in a vicious 
Way. But returning into England, he follow'd his uſual Courſe, which (as he ſaidh 
he ſhould not have done, had he been Maſter of a competant Fortune for his Sub- 
ſiſtance: For then he could have avoided Gaming Houſes, which he never took 
any real Delight in; and could he have deſiſted from thoſe Houtes, he could have 
dropt the Acquaintance that he did not approve of. 

It afterwards appear'd, that all his good Reſolutions were ſoon loſt, and that 
he enter'd again on his former Gaities and Vices. A Proof of which was, his going 
(intoxicated with Wine) along the Fields, towards Hamſtead, and there ſtabbing 
Mr. Dawſon, an Attorney at Law. I was deſired to examine him about the Truth 
of that Matter before he died: I did fo; and he gave me the following Account of it. 

I was walking with two Tradeſmen, and met lr. Dawſon and five more Gentlemen; 
a Quarrel ariſing, I interpoſed, having a good word. A Piſtol was then fired at me, 
(as I think by the Apothecary who was with Mi. Dawſon) and the Bullet grazed by my 
Skin thro my Coat and Vaſtcoat, which Hole in the Coat has been ſeen by ſeveral Peo- 
ple, and may now, I believe, be ſeen at my Mother's at the Swan Tavern in Long - Acre, 
where ſhe and I l:dged : As I thought it was the Apothecary who puſhed ſo hard upon 
me, my Defign was to have ſtab'd him; but be being a little Man, Mr, Dawſon inter- 
poſed between us, and received the Sword into his own Body, which went theo the lower 
Fart of bis Belly into his Back Bone, and immediately laid him in Blood. He was car- 


ꝛied to the Hali-Way-Houſe, and the Surgeon took Care of him for abont ſix Weeks, 


I prov'd to be known, and was appointed to be arreſted ;, ſor a long Iime they were it 
Pur ſnit of me, but my Sword ſausd me, This was what he ſaid. But when he was 
told, that the wounded Man, being a young Man, was obliged to leave off his Bu. 
ſineſs upon the above Account; He appear'd to be {cry for that: But he refuſed 
to diſcover the two Perſons that were in Company with him; ſaying, that as he 
committed the Fact, and had taken it upon himſelf, *twould be hard and diſhon- 
ourable to bring thoſe Men into Diſaſters, or lay them under a Compuliion of

He freely acknowledg'd his Faults, in being of ſo paſſionate and warm I Tempe, 
and beg'd Pardon of all Men wiom he had quarrel'd with; mentioning, in part 
cular; a Gentleman hong he call a Captain Thickley, whom, he ſaid, he diſagree! 
with at a Cyder Cellar in Covent-Garden, and fought with, in a dark Room in thi! 
Place: He did believe, that it was thro God's Mercy, that they were ſeperated by 
a Conſtable that was ſent for, vr otherwiſe he might have been ſent ſuddenly ou 
or the World, without any Preparation, in the midſt of Rage and Choler, and in 
the Commiſſion of an ill Action: For he added, that he received a dangerous 
Wound in his Breaſt, near his Shoulder, the Sword going quite thro” his Body, and 
vut at his Back; his Oppoſer receiving only two tlig t Cuts. 4

This Amity, he ſaid, was fickt impair'd 


by their Subſtance being partly exhauſted: And afterwards he had ſome Reſent- 


ment, upon hearing ſhe had new Men whom ſhe approv'd of, and had ſeen the 
viſible Effects of their Love, at the Houſe in the Old- Bailey + But (continued. he) 
I muſt own, that I was chiefly the Occaſion of it, as Tat firſt ſeduced ber, and then was 
not able to maintain her. But he would not acknowled ge what one Evidence at his 
Tryal depoſed, That he expreſs'd an Intent to kill her half a Year ago. After 
this, he was going to ſend a Letter to Mr. Benimont in Newgate-flreet, on what 
Account I know not, when he was told that Mr. Bemmont was juſt dead; where- 
upon he fell into a great Agony, as if he had tuereby been hinder'd of ſomething 
of Importance. | | | | 

He was very much ſhock'd vrhen he heard, that Mrs. Maycock's Life and Death 
had alſo broken her Brother Bryan's Heart, who died on Tower- Hill: 80 that, tho” 
at ficſt his Behaviour was light, and his Expreſſions, that he did not fear d ing by a 
Rope; yet afterwards he grew very calm and ſerious; ſaying, he ſhould die with 
Delight, to [atisſy Blood with Blood. He read the Scriptare and Forms of Prayer to 
Saunders and Harrington, in the Condemn'd Hold; regularly he attended the Cha- 
pel, (abſeating himſelf but twice) and read the Pſalms, and made the other Re- 
ſponſes, with much Care: Yethe twice ſhow'd the Effects of his Temper upon 
two Perſons, whom he abſurdly fancy'd appear'd there, to triumph over him in 
his Misfortunes. He ſaid, he hoped Chrift would reccive his Soul, becauſe he had 
been ſo good a Father to his dear Child: Upon which remembrance, ke would 


_ even ſhed Tears, and call the Deceaſed, Cruel! Barbarous! Cc. He deſired he 


might receive the Sacrament the Day he died, and the Sunday prececding: At 
winch Times he appear'd altogether ſerious, grave and compoſed ; laying, he was 
eaſy in his Mind, and ready to enter another World. 

2. THOMAS SAUNDERS, of St. Giles Cripplegate, was Convicted of 
ſtealing 26 Guineas, 14 Broad Peices, a ſilver Porringer, and other Things, from 
the Houſe of R. Wheeler, where he Lodg'd, on the 19th of July laſt. 

He was aged forty odd, and had led a Life of various Fortunes and Adventures ; 
being ſent when very. young into the Sea Service. In the Reign of Queen Anne, 


he was taken by the French, and ſent Priſoner into France, but liv'd as well, he 


ſaid, a Priſoner as a Sailor. Being releas'd z he was ſome Years afterwards ta- 
ken Priſoner to Algiers, and us'd very cruelly by the Moors, Being all made to 
labour beyond their Strength: But they alſo, when er could, us d the Alge- 
vines as hardly, thinking it no Crime to torture them, or to disfigure their Heads, 


by clipping off their Noles, Ears, &c. Soon after he got away from them, he was 


again taken to Sallee. But the Captain he belong'd to, got him a Releaſe from 
them very ſoon. He was for a great while, he ſaid, Boatlwain to Captain Pea- 
cock, . But his Brother, at laſt, put him upon aſſuming a more profitable Office, 
A Perſon having the Command of a Slogp, who was not ſo wel acquainted with 
the Seas as T. Saunders, Mr Saunders was as Captain. But after ſome time, two 
Dutch Ships took the Sloop, and carry ing it into Kotterdam, all the Men were try d 
for Piracy. The Hollanders not baving ſufficient Proof Againſt them, they were 
acquitted : But afterwards in England try d at the Admiralty (12 Years ago.) But 
Captain. Peacock ſtepping in, and ſwearing I. Saunders was his Boatſwain, Saunders 
eſaap'd. He faid, that the hip wes a Pirate-Sloop of 20 Guns, but that he 
Was taken by the Pirates, and forc'd into their Servise, being a ſtout 
Man, and from a Bo acquainted with the Seas, He was alſo try d once, as he
